The final Abitur mark of indi- 
vidual candidates for university 
admission was then either raised by 
the amount by which the Land 
average fell short nf the national 
average or lowered by the amount 
by which the former exceeded the 
Litter. 

For tliis winter term entry restric- 
tions arc in force throughout the 
Federal Republic in 11 subjects : 
agricultural science, ore hi teem re, 
biology, dentistry, domestic uiid 
nutritional science, education, medi- 
cine, pharmacy, psychology, survey- 
ing and veterinary surgery. 

Under rim rernis of the Frame- 
work Law for Institutions of Higher 
Education passed in December 1975, 
Lhe places uvai-lnbie are now shared 
out among the Lihnlcr. Two-thirds 
of each State's allocation is deter- 
mined by iis proportion of 18 to 
2U year olds in the population as a 
whole and nnc-ikird according to 
its proportion of the rotwl number 
of npplicuim in the subject 
concerned. 

From these figures the Central 
Admissions office calculates the 
minimum Abitur mark required for 
a candidate from a given Suite to 

S tain entry to a n inner us chi us us 
lepnrimeiit. 

The main change resulting from 
cho implementation of the quota 
system -ic- that potential university 
students no longer have to compete 
with each other on a nationwide 
basis but merely with their counter- 
parts in their own State. 

I[ tli us represents un iiiteinpi to 
emu pon.su to for differences in 
Ahiiur standards between one f.tintl 
and iinnther and rn ensure n niure 
equitable distribution nf places. 

Ir has, however, led in wider 
variations in the entry requirements 
for applicants from different States. 
Formerly, none of the Liinder 
averages ever differed from iho 
national uve rug o by more than 0.3 
of an Ahiiur murk. Now the maxi- 
iiiinii va riii tlons for individual sub- 
jects range from 0.4 to 1.4. 

Thus, in veterinary surgery a can- 
didate from the Saarland can be 
sure of gaining admission with an 
Abitur average of 2.1 whereas appli- 
cants from Hamburg and Hesse 
need a mark as high as 1.7. And 
in domestic and nutritional science 
students from Hesse are guaranteed 
a place only if they get a mark of 
1.9 while those resident Jn West 
Berlin need an average of only 3.3, 
This means that large numbers 
or candidates are being rejected 
with higher marks than those from 
Ollier Hinder who' are being accep- 
ted. Already the criticism is being 
made that the quota system is more 
unjust than the bonus/malus proce- 
dure which it replaced.

Despite un Education Ministry pro- 
vision giving tenure m the remain- 
ing 1011,000 Slate teachers still em- 
ployed un a temporary basis, many 
of Italy’s more recently tenured 
teachers have never felt so exaspur- 
iited with their present judicial 
status. 

Tenure in Italy implies two essen- 
tial cundi Huns. Thu first is tho 
right to non-dismisstii and a series 
or annual salary increusees based on 
seniority. The second is the right 
to tench uni only in one particular 
school, bin .ilsii in one particiiiui' 
class*, nr group of classes. 

Once tenure Ims been obtained, a 
teacher is appointed to what is 
known as » cuttedra (roughly trans- 
lated as a clmir), which is his for 
life. This ineiins that if u history 
teacher, for example, is given 
classes 1 to 5, in lhe B suction of 
a particular school as his cutiedra, 
he will stay (if lie wishes) in that 
school mid with those classes fur 
the rest of his life. Nobody can 
take the classes away from him, and 
he cannot he irnnsferred to nnothcr 
group of classes or to another 
school. 

But with the recent appointment 
of more rlian 100,000 new tenured 
teachers, u curious new problem lias 
arisen : there ore simply not enough 
cut ted r as ro go around. 

Italy's Suite sell mil system is 
already siiperstitiirmed with teach- 
ers. The must recent statistics 
issued by the Centre for Suciai 
Investment Research (Ccnsis) — 
calculates that teacher/ pupil ratio 
is the lowest in Europe, lit the 
elementary schools it is 19.9:1, in

How the colleges could cooperate 


Sir, — -May T add n contribution to 
the discussion in your colunuis fol-' 
lowing Mr J. E. Moran’s letter 
about admission to Oxford and Cam- 
bridge? Although I am involved 
each yetir in acj vising a substantial 
number of candidates about Ox- 
bridge admission, tlie .procedures

If class sizes do increase then there 
will be pressure on laboratory space and 
equipment, and it might be more diffi- 
cult to create that blend, of involvement 
in experiments and of thoughtful discus- 
sion about the interplay of theories and 
evidence, which is one of the ideals of 
science teaching. Also, with fewer 
periods a week and wider spread of 
ability, more time will be needed for 
recapitulation. 

However, since students will base their 
choice of N and F for the second year, 
and thereby of future courses and careers, 
on rhe first year course, it is important 
that it be both attractive, and honest, 
having something to offer frt (say) 
chemistry to the committed historian, 
while also giving would-be chemists a 
realistic experience of the subject before 
they are committed to it. 

The second year classes present more 
problems. If one extrapolates from A 
level groups of 16 and assumes random 
choices of subjects, there would be an N 
class of about 16 studying for three 
periods a week and. an. F group or about 
11 doing eight periods. For. the N class, 
il will be hard to maintain momentum, 
and some tasks— observations of growth 
changes in living materia —may be ruled 
out. Also, this group will have chosen 
to concentrate on other subjects, and 
some of them may not care if they lose 
the thread of the N work.

It is hoped by the authors that the F 
courses will he a basis for iJiose degree 
courses which relate closely to the school 
subjects — bur will enough students he re- 
cruited if named F levels are required ? , 

In general, the studies show how any 
assessment of the N and P scheme must 
depend closely on the conditions under 
which it is introduced, and on question; 
about it which still have in be resolved. 

The studies should help teachers think 
ubou l the quite ivew teaching weeds, for 
example, of first year joint N and F 
classes. The new problems nnd the uncer- 
tainties might he received ns n gloomy 
confirmation of the worst fears of subject 
specialists, and feasibility studies con- 
fined to individual subject areas may give 
mi unfair prognosis for the proposed 
scheme. 

Scientists, for oxuniple, iiave lo pay 
attention to the gains for an arts student 
from studying an N level science, or for 
a scientist from studying an N level arts. 
These gains are harder to appreciate than 
the specialist losses, and depend more 
critically on the most frsigile pnrt of tlie 
plans — the second year N course. 

Otic important potential benefit is in. 
rhe notion of breadth. A student might' 
be oble to know enough about several 
fields to upprecialc the problems raised 
in them, and to understand the similari- 
ties, contrasts and interactions between 
them. Jt is rare for pupils to appreciate

Bj-eackh maj' only become on achieved 
value if we work for it ; one way would be 
to look within subjects for link topics’ 
which can develop from students’ work 
in diverse subjects. For example, an N 
option in history of physics might be 
available within either N' history or N 
physics, for students who arc taking both 
courses. 


The N and F scheme is a compromise. 
It is much easier to foresee its disadvan- 
tages than to he excited, by new oppor-. 
(unities jt might offer. Reluctant accept- 
ance of a compromise is not a good start- 
ing point for teachers who have to solve 
the problems or a quite new system. The 
debute must generate some positive enthu- 
siasm if the scheme is to succeed.

failure of the West Oxfordshire Centre 
to achieve what its creators hoped for 
from it, To allege lack oE leadership Is 
not to say that Oxfordshire is an irres- 
ponsible or pusillanimous authority. It is 
to draw attention to attitudes, assump- 
tions and practices lying deep at the 
iieart of our educational system. 

Central is the power of the idea of 
the sixth form, the touchstone in popular, 
estimation for the worthiness and res- 
pectability of any school, reinforced by 
all the material benefits which it brings 
via Burnham scales and l.e.a. : staffing 
ratios. A local education authority, does 
not have to decide that a school shall 
have a sixth form ; in default of a positive 
decision to the contrary one .will Inevit- 
ably appear. j , . ; ' . j ’■ 

This is what happened in West 
Oxfordshire in 1973, with obvious con- 
sequences for “the more effective and 
economic use of resources ”, as well as 
for die range of A level provision possible , 
in 'the three new comprehensive schools. 

The authority has defended the 
existence of sixth forms in ajl foiik-' coq- - 


snrtium schools by recourse to the prin- 
ciple of providing choice for ail pupils 
between a school or a college environ- 
ment. This is the contradiction in the 
consortium ; the slated objectives can be 
attained in the area in question only by 
concentration of students; but such con- 
cen trad on cannot contribute to the 
schools’ development as comprehensive 
schools — if this objective means schools 
with a sixth form.

'Jlie DES must be busy analysing 
the various comments sent in to it 
fsoin the many organizations it in- 
vited, to respond to its cniiSuli.uive 
document on the education at' West 
- Indians.

Committee 
on -Race Relation* and Immigration, 
und one on which comment i> in- 
vited. Is Hie following: chat the DES 
should compile and monitor statis- 
tics an the number of West Indian 
children attending ESN schools, on 
those training to be teachers, mid 
those in the touching profession. 
/But should the collection of statis- 
tics on West Indian pupils be con- 
fined to those pupils In ESN 
schools ? Policies and programmes 
should be based on known facts and 
not on assumptions. For dire regurd 
to be paid to black children — and 
here one thinks particularly of Wcsl 
I ndian children — surely u more com- 
plete review is necessary, that 
includes children in ordinal y 
schools.

There is ,1 -airing feeling Hint 
sonic schools are not serious in 
llieir undertaking to educate pupils, 
lluit is to ttiukc them literate and 
mi mer ate, mid in secondary schools 
the option schemes which operate 
could well bo seen as an oppor- 
tunity ro evade responsibility in 
that demanding area nf developing 
pupils’ intellectual abilities. 

[ would suggest therefore that 
any statistics which are collected 
.should tusk how many black pupils 
are in individual schools, wliat 
their aLEuiitinent is on entry to 
secondary schools, and on leaving 
secondary schools how many go on 
to further education and how 
successful tlicv are there. 

There is a strong feeling that 
many who are ‘‘written oft” liy 
schools and who go on to further 
education seem ro do quite well.

(to other pupils). 

D ronla muy, therefore, lie inuru 
likolv to be accepted and under- 
stood ns part of tho curriculum in 
an infant school, than of that hi a 
junior school, nnd more likely to 
be valued in n junior school than lit 
a secondary school. Peril ups more 
accurately, within each of theao in- 
stitutions, drama is more likely to 
bo accepted among teachers who 
regard learning ns exploratory, 
whore pupils help to shupe their 
own knowledge and make sense of 
accepted bodies of knowledge in 
their own terms. It is loss Hkelv 
to be accepted among thosu who 
regard looming as " final draft ”, 
where pupl'ls are expected to assimi- 
late knowledge passively.. 

This in itself is not critical to 
its continued existence and deve- 
lopment, so long ns those teaching 
drama are able to identify for them- 
does play in the education of child- 
ren and what part it does play 
in each Institutional context: If 
they do not, it may be viewed by 
pupils and colleagues as a disturb- 
ing influence on the norms of the 
scnool, and thus die by default.

Perhaps more i-mpm-taiu, the 
system Is flexible. Modules enn 
he changed at any time. A teacher 
of uny minority Inn gouge can give 
every pupil in the school n sample 
of his language. In addition, wc 
can cooperate with i lie remedial 
department and allow withdrawn] 
from any number of lfl-week units 
for those pupils who are handi- 
capped in litcrucy or minieracy, 
The child who is sent hack in laii- 
guugc lessons or who joins us from 
miritlicr school can he put in to o 
module which is appropriate for 
him.

They iciicit 
grammar, the analytic precipitate of 
empirical language ; they teach 
vocabulary lists, collections of the 
bits of empirical language, and so 
on.

Ifow widely adopted con we ex- 
pect tlie new approndi to be? There 
is no straightforward answer. On 
the one hand the approach subverts 
orthodox oducun'ou:i| reality, the 
conventional exercises mid tests 
(and incidentally a tradition of Ian- 
gmigc teaching which goes back at 
least to the third century AD, when 
we rind Romans who wanted to 
learn Greek learning from phrase- 
books, grammar nnd vocnbuilnry- 
lists which' are themselves based on 
the assumption that empirical lan- 
guage is real language). 

Such long-standing practices will 
not disappear overnight- On the 
other hand the new approadi 
emerges .in a changing academic 
context with which it is more 
in tune than the traditional 
approaches. It builds into the peda- 
gogic framework certain ideas which 
have achieved academic recognition, 
for example, in the research done 
on the language acquisition of 
children. 

It makes sense hi an academic 
world which is fnmiiiar with the 
idea that the. process ■ of ■' langu- 
age acquisition is lelarlvely inde- 
pendent of the empirical content 
(empirical content alone does not 
explain language acquisition, the 
content, the context, and the process 
me interdependent). On our reading 
of the academic dimute, the new 
conceptual approach is bound to 
spread. Yet much remains to be 
done. 

It is not enough simply to apply 
insights derived from the way two- 
vear-olds acquire language, or even 
to give a different example, from 
the way foreigners acquire the lan- 
guage of a country they take up 
residence in, directly to the doss/ 
room.
